From the first it is the ob- 
served of all critical observers—the bepraised 


of all ‘critical ‘bepraisers. The authots of 


these enraptured critiques show a varied in- 
genuity anda commendable boldness in exe- 
cuting their task. The style, according to those 
newspaper ‘Lencinvses, is “splendid,” the 
conceptions “ noble,” and the incidents “thril- 
ling’ Witter Scorris equalled in the execu- 
tion, and poor Witiusm Suaxsrsane could not 
havé developed such characters. Those crities 
would have our sincere commiseration, only 
that they appear, by the fact that they never 
shdw the slightest acquaintance with any part 
of the book but the'title page, to be too wide 
awake to attempt a perusal of their subjects. 
If, ‘fm addition to this mechanical process for 
acquiring e¥tificial fame and penny-a-line no0- 
toriety, isadded the half developed promise 
of. some infamous betrayal of confidence, 
some prurient details of personal peculiarities, 
or some revealment of the sacred secrets of 
the domestic hearth,-the firtune of the book 
is‘made, and author‘and publisher have their 
reward. ; 

Now all this we say is not as it should be. 
It cheats the public, it disparages literature, 
and it is unjust to real talent. It takes the 
verdict out of the hands of the true Jadges, 
and balances the cost ef bepuffed duliness 
against. the. teward of creative talent, the 
booksélier’s ledger being the only umpire. 

We say that the public voice ‘should be 
raised, and the public’s pocket shut against 
this system. of choaking ene of the great 
channels of national teaching, with masses 
of ‘stolid ‘dulness and sickly sentimentality. 
We think that the public should stand on its 
guard against this mercenary jobbing in for- 
tuitous notoriety. Inthe name. of the talent 
we undoubtedly possess—in the namé of 
what we have accomplished in this and other 
walks—in the name of our living genius and 
cising’ talent—ia telialf of an innocent re- 
} creation and of a powerfal teacher of the 
things.of life—we demand that this literary 
nuisance be abated. 

As we have before said, we believe this'te 
be 2 subject of higher importance and of more 
lngting “ .cohcernnient, “ than’ its apparently 
¢rivial ‘nature would seem to indicaié. The 
teaching of many a young confiding impres- 
siofable’ heart, the hereafter of many .an an- 
xious, inquiting, ambitious head, are in the 
balance. The quality of our natural author- 
ship, the character .of our popular literatere, 
are ‘at stake. If bequacked and ‘bepuffed 
dullness and conceit are to usurp the place of 
getiius, energy and talent, if maudlin carica- 
tures and stupidly romantic platitudes are to 
-be-our national fiction, then one of the first,
